I REGRET that I am not at present in. a condition to furnish the information required, the 
papers which would enable me to do so being in Dublin ; neither can I procure here the 
precise date of the nomination of the late *Sir Michael O’Loghlen to the office of Attorney- 
general for Ireland, and the period when he ceased to hold that office. Those periods 
would decide one of the points of inquiry. 

As to the second, viz. “ The amount of fees annually received by me,” or rather, I sup- 
pose, the amount received by me during the period 1 held the office, I could not accurately 
undertake to specify in the absence of my fee book. 

I think I may say that they amounted in all to about 80 Z. 

On many occasions I declined accepting any fee, considering the poverty of those from 
whose funds those fees were to be collected.

I was appointed Attorney-general for Ireland the 10th of November 1836, and continued 
to hold that office until the 3a of February 1837, when I was appointed one of the Barons 
of Her Majesty’s Court of Exchequer in Ireland ; and shortly after my appointment to the 
office of Attorney-general I appointed a gentleman of the Irish bar, Thomas Welsh, esq., 
to act as my counsel ; and I make no doubt I also appointed him to act as barrister-at-law 
under 10 Geo. 4, c. 56, though I have not at this date any particular recollection of that 

circumstance.

0 these fees were paid sundry expenses for printing circular letters to friendly 

societies, postages, carriages of rules, stationery, &c, Mr. Murray held the office continu- 
ously from 1st August 1829 to 16th October 1839, when he resigned it. 

(*) Mr. Craufurd held the office from October 1839 to 9 May 1840, and the fees received 
by him during that period amount to 36 15s. 

(®) Mr. Gordon held the office till 5th June 1840. 

(^) Mr. Bell continued to act till September 1841. He received from friendly societies 
59 sets of rules, for each of which he never received more than one guinea, and mr several 
of these 69 he received no fee at all ; but in how many instances this was the case, Mr. Bell 
has not now any means of ascertaining. 

(®) For the period from 6th October 1 841 to 26th July 1842, Mr. Henderson certified 36 
sets of rules, for which he received 35 guineas.
